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Yalta Papers Release 
Doesn't End Argument 
Over Big Three Meet 


Show Roosevelt Gives 
Russia New Strategic 
Positions in Pacific 


WASHINGTON UP) — Publication 
of long-secret Yalta papers failed 
today to still the controversy that 
has raged for a decade over the 
w artim e Big Three meeting. 
The half-million-word Am erican 
record of the historic session was 
m ade public last night by the State 
D epartm ent, reportedly over t h e 
objection of P rim e M inister Win­ 
ston Churchill. 
Secretary of State Dulles h a d 
said only Tuesday that the 834 
pages of docum ents would not be 
m ade public now. 
Made Veiled Threat 
The papers disclosed th at P re ­ 
m ier Joseph Stalin had m ade a 
veiled threat of “ difficulty” in tak­ 
ing Russia into the wrar against 
Ja p a n unless P resident Roosevelt 
agreed to sweeping concessions. 
Roosevelt did agree, giving Rus­ 
sia new strategic positions in the 
northw est Pacific and a powerful 
hand in M anchuria. 
The record disclosed also that 
Roosevelt told Stalin and Church­ 
ill it was “ very em barrassing” to 
him to yield to another R ussian 
dem and for U krainian and White 
R ussian m em bership in the United 
Nations—giving Russia three votes 
in the G eneral Assembly. 
And they disclosed long argu­ 
m ents by Roosevelt and Churchill 
with Stalin over their dem ands for 
creation of free governm ents in 
postw ar Poland and other liberated 
E astern E uropean countries. 
Stalin agreed to a declaration 
and procedures for setting up dem ­ 
ocratic regim es. But within a few 
years the Soviets solidified Com­ 
m unist rule from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea. 
The Big Three conference was 
held at Y alta in the Russian Cri­ 
m ea in F ebruary 1945. Roosevelt, 
Stalin and Churchill had m et some 
m onths earlier at T ehran, m ainly 
on coordinating m ilitary strategy 
against Nazi G erm any. 
At Y alta they grappled w i t h 
great political issues, including the 
future of G erm any. The record 
shows they agreed on “ dism em ber­ 
m en t” of G erm any in principle but 
not on how it should be cut up. 
But the overriding problem was 
R ussia’s prospective entry into the 
w ar against Japan. Russia agreed 
to come in once G erm any was de­ 
feated. The w ar in Europe ended 
M ay 7, 1945. Russia entered the

Version Given 


LONDON LW — Prim e M inister 
Churchill told the House of Com­ 
m ons today the Yalta papers re ­ 
leased 
in W ashington were “ of 
course the A m erican version and 
in no sense an agreed official rec­ 
ord of the powers concerned.” 
Churchill said “ I have not seen 
anything but the extracts which 
now are appearing in the press. 
Even these disclose some serious 
m istakes.” 
Indicates D ispleasure 
The Prim e M inister, who was 
answ ering legislators’ questions, in­ 
dicated his displeasure at W ashing­ 
ton’s publication of the decade-old 
docum ents by saying: 
“ If this becam e an established 
practice it m ight ham per the free 
exchange of views at future con­ 
ferences. In any case, it would 
seem a good thing to consult to­ 
gether on the text of any publica­ 
tion during the lifetim e of the in­ 
dividuals concerned.” 
The 1945 Y alta Conference in the 
C rim ea was attended by President 
Roosevelt, 
P rem ier 
Stalin 
a n d 
Churchill. The 80-year-old 
British 
leader is the only survivor of the 
big three. 
Britons generally w ere shocked 
and angeied by disclosures in the 
docum ents — particularly Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s suggestion t h a t 
Hong

to 
China. 
Diplom atic Blunder 
The Foreign Office and British 
press generally considered W ash­ 
ington’s publication of the records 
a diplom atic blunder. The m an in 
the street was hopping m ad on 
learning som e of the inside m a­ 
neuvers at the conference. 
Critical references to the l a t e 
President Roosevelt as a political 
schem er could be heard from B rit­ 
ons who heretofore have alm ost 
universally revered him as a great 
statesm an.

Doesn’t End Argument 
Over Big Three Meet 


Show Roosevelt Gives 
Russia New Strategic 
Positions in Pacific 


WASHINGTON UPi — Publication 
of long-secret Yalta papers failed 
today to still the controversy that 
has raged for a decade over the 
w artim e Big Three meeting. 
The half-million-word Am erican 
record of the historic session was 
m ade public last night by the State 
D epartm ent, reportedly over t h e 
objection of Prim e M inister Win­ 
ston Churchill. 
Secretary of State Dulles h a d 
said only Tuesday that the 834 
pages of docum ents would not be 
m ade public now. 
M ade VeUed T hreat 
The papers disclosed that P re­ 
m ier Joseph Stalin had made a 
veiled threat of “ difficulty” in tak­ 
ing Russia into the w’ar against 
Japan unless P resident Roosevelt 
agreed to sweeping concessions. 
Roosevelt did agree, giving Rus­ 
sia new strategic positions in the 
northw est Pacific and a powerful 
hand in M anchuria. 
The record disclosed also that 
Roosevelt told Stalin and Church­ 
ill it was “ very em barrassing” to 
him to yield to another Russian 
dem and for U krainian and White 
R ussian m em bership in the United 
Nations—giving Russia three votes 
in the G eneral Assembly. 
And they disclosed long argu­ 
m ents bv Roosevelt and Churchill 
with Stalin over their dem ands for 
creation of free governm ents in 
postw ar Poland and other liberated 
E astern European countries. 
Stalin agreed to a declaration 
and procedures for setting up dem ­ 
ocratic regim es. But within a few' 
years the Soviets solidified Com­ 
m unist rule from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea. 
The Big Three conference was 
held at Y alta in the Russian Cri­ 
m ea in February 1945. Roosevelt. 
Stalin and Churchill had m et some 
m onths earlier at Tehran, m ainly 
on coordinating m ilitary strategy 
against Nazi G erm any. 
At Yalta they grappled w i t h 
great political issues, including the 
future of G erm any. The record 
shows they agreed on “ dism em ber­ 
m ent” of G erm any in principle but 
not on how it should be cut up. 
But the overriding problem was 
R ussia's prospective entry into the 
w ar against Japan. Russia agreed 
to come in once G erm any was de­ 
feated. The w ar in Europe ended 
May 7, 1945 
Russia entered the 
conflict with Jap an on Aug. 9. 1945, 
three days after the United States 
dropped an atom ic bomb on Hiro­ 
shim a. Jap an surrendered Aug. 14, 
1945 
The agreem ent between Roose­ 
velt and Stalin on Russian entry 
into the Pacific w ar has produced 
years of political controversy in 
the United States. 
Many Denounce 
M any Republican senators and 
others denounced Roosevelt’s con­ 
cessions as an unnecessary grant 
of position and power to Stalin. 
Roosevelt's defenders have replied 
it was the price he had to pay to 
assure Russian m ilitary action a- 
gainst Japan. 
State D epartm ent officials arc 
understood to have hoped that pub­ 
lication of the record would bring 
the long dispute to an end. It ap­ 
peared, however, that the record 
m ight simply furnish more am m u­ 
nition for it. 
In addition, a question was rais­ 
ed as to whether the published rec­ 
ord was com plete in all details. 
The State D epartm ent itself said 
som e omissions had been m ade for 
national security or elim ination of 
repetitious m aterial or to avoid 
“ needless offense” to foreign n a ­ 
tions or to individuals.

The 80-year-old British 
leader is the only survivor of the 
big three. 
Britons generally wfere shocked

Diplomatic Blunder

ABOUT 
OUR SCHOOLS 


This report has not appeared for 
some weeks due to the fact that 
we haven’t found time to prepare 
it. Our time has been pretty well 
occupied in working with t h e 
board in the preparation of the 
school budget for next year and in 
trying to figure the tax rate neces­ 
sary to raise the number of dol­ 
lars needed to operate the schools. 
Preparation of a school budget, 
even in normal times, is quite a 
'problem and is certainly not an 
exact science as it must be figured 
on so many unknown factors We 
can predict our enrollment w i t h 
reasonable accuracy, and we know 
how many dollars will be required 
to finance the program. However, 
exactly where to set the tax rate 
to raise those dollars is an edu­ 
cated estimate. We have to esti­ 
mate how much we will get from 
the state, as this is never a fixed 
amount of so much per pupil and 
is even more uncertain at this 
time as the Missouri It gislature 
has not made the appropriation 
for schools for the coming two- 
year period The money which we 
get from the railroad and utility 
tax is uncertain as it is based up­ 
on the average rate of all of the 
tax rates of the school districts of 
the county. This average is n o t 
fixed at this time. 
The sum of the estimated state 
aid and the railroad and utility tax 
is deducted from 
the proposed 
budget and the amount left must 
be raised by a tax levied »n the 
assessed valuation of the local 
school district. The board arrives 
at this local tax rate through the 
best figures available and makes 
every effort to keep the rate at 
the lowest figure necessary to fi­ 
nance the budget. All of this is now 
complicated by the recent State 
Tax Commission action to raise 
the assessed valuation of our coun­ 
ty. While the board had to set the 
rate on the present assessed valu­ 
ation. it is obvious that if the val­ 
uations are raised, the rate neces­ 
sary to raise a fixed amount of 
dollars, could be lowered T h e 
board has stated positively that 
they will do this if the assessments 
are raised. The tax payer would 
then oe paying, with some varia­ 
tion, about the same amount to 
support the schools as he did last 
year.
